SIPRRIENCES OF A FP. AND 0, STEAMER, 
‘The following report upon the course of. 

the typhoon of Sth October current has 
beon forwarded to un by the Government. 
The report, by Mr Plummer, tho Acting 
Dirsotor of the Observatory, has special 
reference. to the fog-book of the P. and O. 
ateatier Rosetta (Singapore to Hong- 
slong) :+- 

The typhoon of October 6th 1804 ie first 
indicated to tho oastward of Luzon on Oc- 
tober 2nd at 10 a.m., and its position as 
given by the Bolinao and Manila observa- 
tious ,at 4 p.m. on thal day is N. Lat. 
157.30", ©. Long. 122°.40" 

Daring the night it crossed Luzon in 
W.N.W,. direction, and at.8 a.m, the con- 

‘tre pasted vory noar to Cape Bolinao. a 
for miles south of. the telegraph station ; 
i.o., it travelled 150 miles in 16 hours, or 
ate rate of 225 miles in 24 hours. 

On Octobor 3rd at 10 a.m. the centre 
waa in N, Lat. 177.0’, B. Gong. 118°.50', 
and during the not 24 hours coutinued 
the same W.N.W, course, arriving on the 
rgorning of Octobor 4th at N. Lit.

“THE OHINA-TAPAN 
A DISABLED JAPANESE auNBaat, 


Hiroshima, Bept. 28. 

Today 1 made an opportunity to go to 

Ujina and pay a visit to the Suikyo. One of 
her officers was lind enough to conduct mo 
over the whole ship and point out the places 
damaged by the enemy’s shot. Leoked at 
from a distancs of a few hundred metres, 
the ahip, which ia painted grey, appears aa 
though nothing had happened fo her, Bat 
an closer inspection, tha kind of treatment 
abe received from tha. enemy is indicated 
pretty clearly, ‘sha most etriking mark-ia o 
largo opening, about 18 inahes in diameter, 
now olosed on the inside but alilt plaibly 
discernible on the antaide. It was here that 
a shot from one of the Chinese vesscle passed. 
The hole is just above the water line in the 
after part of the vessel on the starboned side, 
Once inside the ship, there are signa of hard 
fighting on all sides—partitiots perforated 
with ugly boles, planks splintered’ into 
pieces, iron posty cub asunder, steam-pipes 
severed and distorted into fantastia shapes. 
Altogether, the Saizye received about fifty 
shots, The most serious was that whioh out 
the stedm-pipe connected with the rudder, 
thus rendering it well-nigh impossible to 
ateer the vessel, Recourse wan had to the 
relieving tackle, hut it was with tho greatest 
difienity ibat ‘the ship could thus be 
directed, 

Another shell that gave thos on board aa 
ugly half minute, ontered the ship from aft, 
passed through severnl saloons and fioally 

urat by atriking against an iron post, 
Pieces of this missile emashed oil lamps and 
a fire was coursed, but it wae quickly dis- 
eovered and extinguiahed.

THE BRITISH SOLDIER IN INDIA, 
" QLABCLITY ro TERHOID FEVER. 

‘An President of the Tropical Seotion of the 
International Congress of Hygiene asd De- 
mography ot Buda-Peath, Surgeon-Major 
Thegdore Daksa, M.D., F.R.C.8. Eng. de- 
liyered an nddresson the principal diecases 
of India, with sporial reforance to their offect 
on Europeans. In his remarks on cholera, 
he referred to the important and successful 
investigations of Dr Patrick Manson (late of 
Bongkong) on tiie subject of parasites, not 
morely in relation to intestinal affections and 
disessea of the skin, but with reference to 
periodia fevers and filariw sanguinis, The 
following extract deals with the liability of 
the British soldier to typhoid or enteric fever 
in India :— 


A yonng soldier or civilian arriving in 
India is exposed to very different influences 
from thoge which surround him in hisnative 
home; he iaa novice not merely in general 
uxperienoo, because of his age, but he is 
ulterly ignorant af the new conditions that 
surround him in bia tropical abode, where 
ho isexposed, perhaps, to attacks of fatal. 
disenaes before hie syatem has accommodated 
itself to ita now environments, ‘Fyphoid 
fever is the malady to which tha young 
European soldior is must liable during bia 
firat two years of service, ‘Thoro may be o 
great diffurence os to the nature and goil 
conditions of the station to which he may 
bo sent, but thesa do tot seem té affect ma- 
torially his liahility te thin diseane The 
army reporta stow that out of seventy- 
three regiments and batteries which went 
to India botween tho yeara 1871 and 1878 
and ware dispersed {o various districts and 
statibna, only mine remained free from 
typhoid fever, The sane susceptibility to 
the disease atill continues in the European 
army of India, Eotimating the tiability to 
die from typhoid fever ot 109, the soldier, 
according to the latest sanitary report for 
1892, stands ab 43-99 during the firet aod 
second yeara of Indian services as compared 
with 13-67 from tho sixth to the tenth year 
of residence in that country. 

Tho constitutional livbility of the young 
soldier to this form of fever, which was first 
described hy Scriven in Burmnh in 1853, 
was subsequently statistically worked out 
by Bryden, aud it is certataly a very striking 
feature. The glands of the ercall in- 
jestines, examined after ienth, show dis- 
tinatly the pathogenic changes. ‘The aga” 
at which we sen! onr soldiers to India 
may be termed the ‘enteric fever axe 
After middle age Peyer's patohes and tie 
solitary glands cease, ua a rule, to be liable 
to these morbid alterntiona, and theae in- 
dividuals in all countries usually esnape an 
attack of typhoid fever. Varinus opinions 
as to tho causation of typhoid fewer bave 
been adduced. There are two poiuts from 
whighthe origin of the diseasa may be viewed. 
Oneis external infection, the other intornal, 
autogenetic, within tha aystem. Budd and 
Murchison's infection ond pythuganetic 
theories have to o great extent heen super- 
seded by the renuita of the investigations of 
Eberth, Gaifky, and others, establishing the 
fact that u specific bacillus ix found tn tha 
lymphatics, mesenlerio gland, apleen, liver, 
and kidneys, aod that these bacteria eansti- 
tute the texio element of euteric fever, A 
plausibly hypothesis hae been put forward 
by Marston in explanation uf the ruiner- 
ability of the British suldier ty thie fever in 
eounexien with the uew environmeat and 
changed eundition of life to which a yanng 
and recently arrived European in the tropios 
is subjeoted, and particularly to the high 
tenipersiure, ounsing a grealer poy siolomieal 
autivity in the Iympbatics and’ intestinal 
cannl, with ita syster of Peyer's and soli- 
tary glands. It muat be remembered that 
under a short service system the European 
mililury population, as I have sail, ts ex- 
clusively composed of young men of what 
may be termed the ‘euteric fever age ’— 
frum eighteen to thirty, The sameness of 
the resulis of microscopic evidence would go 
tar to establish the identity of all pathologi- 
cal goutitions, and the question hea.pet to be. 
determined whether every cave of typhoid 
feror, huwever produced, preseals the cha-! 
l racterislic bacillus of Eberth wud Gaffcy—a 
result which, il is presumed, has not yet been 
utiained, Lt is, moreover, very impertant to 
determine the exact relation whivh Eberth'a 
bacillue holds with regard to the bacillus 
euli communis, ‘Typhoid fever cecasionul.y 
attacks the calourad ruces. In the yaul rue 
turns of fadia several deuths from it ure re- 
corded ; atill, Uhe disease among the natives 
of [nein is very rure as compared with ite 
prevalence among Kuropeans, os shown in the 
tolluwing return of the annnal report fur 
1802, which ie quite curroborative ot the G-

The cuonaeption ia not altogether new. 
An attempt to introduce a British dollar was 
made, in Hongkong, in 1866, but failed 
partly for wanl o. Imperial support, and | 
partly because the Mexican was, at the 
time, the oheaper cnie, ‘The cost of the 
taint waa found to bear too heavily on the

and Mr (now Sir Thomas) Wade suggested 
to the Hongkong Government that it shonld 
hase its new coinaga on that standard. It 
is not impossible that, if the idea hatt found 
favour, Hongkong taela would be now cur- 
rest in China, Vollara, however, formed 
the Colonial and onmmereial curreney at 
Fi ‘time, and to dollars i was resolved to 
fdhere —the outeome feing that, when tha 
Honekong dollar was given np, tho Morisan

Still, this first British dolar waa not 
abandoned without regret; and there have 
been, ever sine, intermitlent expressions of 
a desire for its revival. The project found 
aotive expressiun, for instance, in the Straits 
in 1996-7, but aubaided again iu presence of , 
a calculation that the Mexican was etill 
achenper coin.

It 
may have deen all very well to take what 
ovinsofered, and chanecd to suit the purpose, 
when our Mastern Colonies were io their 
infaney; bat Hongkany has now become a 
port rivalling London in ite tonnage, while 
the Seltlements inthe Straits have not only 
developed an enormous trade but have ex- 
tended their influence over the Malayan 
Peninsula. There is something incon- 
gruous in Colonies of such ounsidcrable im- 
portance having to.depend for their curreney 
ou o preearious supply of foreign coins, 
Wrom every point of view therefore, political 
aa well as commeseial, it is mattertor con. 
gratulation that the’deteot is Likely to be 
supplied. —Chamber of Commerce Journal.

The noblemen 
at the hed of the Agruriun league have 
given no clear sign of response, Whatever 
their intentiona may be they ave still eullen 
and disoonteuted. While the Buporor's 
Koenigsberg programme was under con- 
sideration weeks ago, overturar were mada 
to the great landlords of Exst Prussia, 
and tho Emperoritdicated beyond donbt 
his eagernese to concilinte them. It is 
understood that those overtures had beon 
successful and that You Caprivi to celebrate 
the end of the Agrarian fend wonld 
accompany His Majesty to Koenigsberg. 
In faot, the Emperor's advances wore 
rejected by the Eust Prassian nobility who 
resigned (hemselves dogeedly to « severe 
public reproof. Even this might have 
been averted or moderated bad the leading 
aristecrata of the Koenigsberg district 
joined in the popular ruception of the 
Imperial party on September 4th. The 
Empress had not. visited Bocnigsberg 
before, and all Foyal Germans thought tho 
Agravians would ha courteoce enoagh to 
sink temporarily their politicn] differenecs 
and welcome her cordially. The Agrarians 
dhought otherwise. Among those receiving 
the Imperial couple there wap nobu con.
